A Successful Attack on the Russian 
Outposts at Wumingtsun and Two 
Unsuccessful Counter Attcaks 
Made By Muscovites. 

Che Foo, Oct. 31— The third gen- 
eral attack on Port Arthur began Oc- 
tober 24, according to unimpeachable 
authority, and on October 26 Japanese 
shells set lire to the only smokeless 
powder magazine In Port Arthur. Por- 
tions of the town caught fire, the con- 
flagration continuing the whole day. 
On October 26 the Japanese captured 
the Russian trenches on the slope of 
Klplung mountain, also a fortified po- 
sition protecting that fortress. The 
Japanese consider the progress of the 
siege to be highly satisfactory. 

Tokio, Oct. 31.— A report from the 
Manchurian army headquarters receiv- 
ed Sunday records a successful night 
nttark against the Russian outposts at 
Wuniingtsun and two unsuccessful 
counter attacks made by the Russians. 
The report Is as follows: 

"On the night of October 28 a small 
force of the enemy attacked Waitao 
mountain, but was immediately re- 
pulsed. October 29 at 3 o'clock in the 
morning a detachment of infantry was 
dispatched from the center army 
against Wumingtsun. The enemy was 
surprised and the houses occupied by 
the enemy were set on fire. Wumingt- 
sun is located midway between the 
outpost b of both armies. Using the 
place as a base, the enemy made fre- 
quent , night attacks against our out- 
postB. On the night Of October 28 a 
force of the enemy of unknown 
strength attacked an eminence near 
Santaokangtzu, but was Immediately 
repulsed." 

Mukden. Oct. 31— The attack by the 
Japanese on the Buddhist Temple hill 
on October 27 led to sharp fighting. 
The Japanese artillery played on the 
position from early in the morning ren- 
dering the trenches untenable, shells 
and shrapnel sweeping everything and 
demolishing all the shelters. Two ma- 
chine guns with the battalion defend- 
ing the hill were smashed and disa- 
bled, but the defenders carried off the 
remains of the guns when they were 
forced to retire. The Japanase in- 
fantry attack under cover of the bom- 
bardment was made in close order. 
There wsb desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting in the trenches followed by a 
counter attack with the bayonet. The 
Japanese finally gained the hill, but 
were unable to hold it in the face of 
the deadly Russian artillery Are. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 31.— The mill 
tary situation has not yet developed 
anything of great importance, though 
the fight at the Buddhist Temple hill 
OB October 27 appears to have been 
decidedly a heavy engagement. It 
probably indicates that final moves on 
both sides are now occurring pre para 
tory to another long and serious bat- 
tle. 



THE JAPANESE MINISTER. 

An Operation For Appendicitis Wai 
Performed On Him. 

New York. Oct. 31.— An operation 
for appendicitis was performed od 
Japanese Minister Kogoro Takahira ir, 
a hotel in this city Sunday. The cast 
is said to be a serious one. and at 
taches of the Japanese legation at 
Washington have been summoned tc 
the minister's bedside. 

Mr. Takhlra arrived here from Wash 
Ington Friday night and immediately 
after being assigned to a room at the 
hotel complained of illness and asked 
that a physician be sent for. The phy 
sician found the minister suffering 
much pain, but remedies were admin 
istered which eased his sufferings and 
allowed him to pass the remainder ol 
the night comfortably. Saturday, how 
ever, the minister could retain no food 
and this with other symptoms causers 
the physician to believe that the case 
was one of appendicitis, and Sunday 
when it was positively diagnosed at 
such, an Immediate operation was de 
cided upon. 

The operation on Minister Takahira 
was performed between 3 and 4 o'clock 
by Dr. William T. Bull, who issued the 
following bulletin at 7:46 o'clock Sun 
day night: 

"The patient was taken 111 Satur 
day morning with appendicitis. Symp 
toma of peritonitis rapidly supervened 
and an operation was decided upon by 
Drs. Bull, Delafield and Shrady. The 
operation was done early In the after 
noon, since which time his condition 
has been satisfactory, although he can 
not be pronounced out of danger for 
two or three days. At present the out 
look is favorable." 

Dr. Bull announced that bulletins 
would be issued every three hours for 
several days.

New York, Oct. 31.— The Louisville

first appear.

Washington, Oct 31.— In a circular 
note Secretary Hay has carried out 
the president's instructions relative to 
proposing a second Hague conference. 
The note not only contemplates the 
reassembling of The Hague confer- 
ence for the consideration of questions 
specially mentioned by the original 
conference as demanding further at- 
tention, such as the rights and duties 
of neutrals; the inviolability of private 
property in naval warfare and the 
bombardment of ports by naval force, 
but goes further by practically en- 
dorsing the project of a general sys- 
tem of arbitration treaties and the es- 
tablishment of an international con- 
gress to meet periodically in the in- 
terests of peace. The issue of the call 
while the present war Is in progress 
is justified by the fact that the first 
Hague conference was called before 
our treaty of peace with Spain was 
concluded. 
The note, among other things, says: 
Among the broader general ques- 
tions at The Hague conference in 1899 
affecting the rights and Justice of the 
relation of sovereign states, which 
were then relegated to a future con- 
ference, were: The rights and duties 
of neutrals; the inviolability of private 
property in naval warfare, and the 
bombardment of ports, towns and vil- 
lages by a naval force. The other 
matters mentioned in the final act 
take the form of suggestions for con 
sideration by interested governments. 

The three points mentioned cover a 
large field. The first, especially, touch 
tng the rights and duties of neutrals, 
is of universal Importance. Its right 
ful disposition afreets the interests 
and well being of all the world. The 
neutral is something more than an on- 
looker. His acts of omission or com- 
mission may have an influence — indi- 
rect but tangible— on a war actually 
iu progress, while on the other hand 
he may sufTer from the exigencies of 
the belligerents. It Is this phase of 
warfare which deeply concernB the 
world at large. Efforts have been 
made, time and again, to formulate 
rules of action applicable to its more 
material aspects, as in the declara 
Hons of Paris. As recently as the 
28th of April, of this year, the con- 
gress of the United States adopted 
resolutions reading thus: 

"Resolved, By the senate and house 
of representatives of the I'nited States 
of America In congress assembled 
that it is the sense of the congress ol 
the United StateB. that it Is desirable 
in the interest of uniformity of action 
by the maritime states of the world in 
time of war, that the president en 
deavor to bring about an understand 
ing among the principal maritin:« 
powers with a view of incorporating 
into the permanent law of civilized 
nations the principle of the exemption 
Of all private property at sea. not con 
traband of war, from a capture or de 
st ruction by belligerents. 
"Approved April 28, 1904."

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 31— The town 
of Corinth, with a population of about 
860, 25 miles north of here on the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad, was wip- 
ed out by fire. Twenty-one buildings 
were destroyed at a loss of $50,000. 
Only three business buildings, includ- 
ing the Farmers' bank, were saved. 
Not a houBe was left standing In Main 
street. The fire started from a defec- 
tive flue in a private residence. Ex- 
cept for a few private cisterns, there 
is not sufficient water in the town to 
water a horse, so complete had been 
the drought. The tire department of 
Beattyville responded.

The Total Cost of the System Is Given 
as $251,457,625. An Increase of 
$16,000,000 Over That of 
the Previous Year. 

Washington, Oct. 31.— The report of 
the commissioner of education for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, made 
public Sunday by the secretary of the 
interior, shows that 16,009,361 pupils, 
or 20 per cent, of the entire population 
of the country, attended the public 
schools during that year. As compar- 
ed with the previous six years, this 
percentage shows a slight decrease in 
the number of pupils as compared 
with the total population. The total 
cost of the public school system is 
given as $251,457,625. This is an in- 
crease of $16,000,000 over the previous 
year. It amounts to $3.15 per capita 
of total population, and $-2.75 per cap- 
ita per pupil. 

Since 1870, the proportion of male 
teachers has decreased from 39 per 
cent, of the entire number to 26 per 
cent, of the entire number the past 
year. The average compensation for 
male teachers last year was $49.98 
and $40.51 for females. This Is a 
slight increase over the previous year. 

The enrollment In the private 
schools for the year is given as 1.093,- 
876. By the addition of pupils in ele- 
mentary schools, academies, institu- 
tions for higher education, evening 
schools, business schools, private kin- 
dergartens, Indian schools, state 
schools and schools for defective or- 
phans, the grand total of 18.187.918 pu- 
pils is reported. The report estimates 
that the average schooling given to 
each Inhabitant in 1870 was 672 days 
and in 1903, 1,034 days. 

The report shows that last year 1.- 
578,632 colored children were enrolled 
In the common schools for that race 
in the former 16 slave states and the 
District Of Columbia. The enrollment 
in 1877. the first year statistics were 
taken of the colored schools, was 571.- 
506. Since 1876. it is estimated that 
$i:«i.0O0.0(Mi has been expended in the 
education of the colored children in 
the former slave states, and nearly six 
hundred million dollars for the same 
purpose for the white children of the 
same section.

PARKER ON ORGANIZED LABOR. 

Judge Parker has ever been a friend of 
labor. His decisions on the New York 
benjh have been uniformly in favor o 
the right of workmen to organs and 
protect themselves against scab labor 
and against the oppressions of employer 
In a famous opinion in the ca&e of the 
National Protective Vssociation vs. Cum 
mlng In laid down this broad principle 

"While I purpose to take the broader 
ground, which I deem fully justified by 
the principles ipoted, as well as the 
authorities, that the defendants had the 
right to strike for any reason they deemed 
a just one, and further, had the right to 
notify their employer cf their purpose to 
strike, I am unable to see how it is pos 
sible to deny the right of these defend 
ant organizations and their members to 
rtfuse to work with non-members, when, 
in the event of ipjury by the careless 
ness of such co-employees, the burden 
would have to be borne by the injured, 
without compensation from theemplo>er 
and with no financial rerpoi. nihility, as a 
general rule, on the part of tboee causing 
the injury ; for it is well known that 
some men, even in the presence of dan- 
ger, are perfectly reckless cf themselveB 
and careless cf the rights of others, with 
the result that accidents are occurring 
almost constantly which snuff out the 
lives of workmen as if they were candles, 
or leave them to struggle through life 
maimed and helphtH. These careless, 
reckless men are known to their asso 
ciates, who not only have the right to 
protect themeelves from such men, but, 
in the present state of the law, it is their 
duty, through their organizitions, to at. 
tempt to do it as to the tradea alfording 
special opportunities for mischief arising 
from recklessness. 

"I know it ie said in anothpr opinion 
In this case that 'workmen cannot die 
tate to employers how they shall carry 
on their business, nor whom they shall 
or shall not employ;' but I dissent abeo 
lutely from that proposition, and assert 
that, eo long as workmen must assume 
all the risk of injury that may come to 
them through the carelessness of co- 
employes, that have the moral and legit 
right to say that they will not work with 
certain men, and the employer mnet ac- 
cept their dictation or go without their 
eervicee."
